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to discover if the food 
prices charged consum- 
ers are reasonable, and 
second, whether the 
farmer is getting a fair return. 

If the distribution lines running 
from orchard and field to the con- 
sumer’s pantry shelves are clogged 
by bottlenecks, obviously farmers’ 
and consumers’ purses are going to 
feel the pinch. According to the de- 
partment of justice, out of every 
dollar you, as a consumer, spend 
for food, fully fifty or sixty cents 
goes to food processors and middle- 
men. This is nearly 25 per cent 
again as much as those groups re- 
ceived from the consumer’s dollar 
between 1913 and 1920. 

It goes without saying, however, 
that there has been marked prog- 
ress in some fields of distribution 
since that period. In a recent bulle- 
tin the department of agriculture 
points out that “through introduc- 
tion of mass distribution methods 
it unquestionably improved the ef- 
ficiency and reduced costs of get- 
ting fruits and vegetables from 
grower to consumer... . It is evi- 
dent that many of the marketing 
costs growing out of innumerable 
bargaining transactions at various 
stages in the regular marketing 
channels are largely eliminated.”

WHOLESALERS PROMISE 
HELP T0 HOLD 
CONSUMER PRICES 


In a session described by observ- 


ers as “cut and dried” the whole- 
saling industry met at Washing- 
ton, D. C., and pledged its co-oper- 
ation to the national defense ad- 
visory commission division of con- 
sumer protection, while advocating 
maintenance of consumer price 
levels as low as are conducive to a 
steady flow of consumer goods, and 
resolving to discourage excessive 
inventories.

U. S. DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 
HANDLES 507 CASES 
IN OCTOBER 


The conciliation service of the 
United States department of labor 
disposed of 507 situations last 
month involving 164,428 workers, 
Secretary Perkins reported. 

Of these situations, 3318 were 
strikes, threatened strikes, lock- 
outs, and controversies, involving 
145,851 workers. The facilities of 
the service were used in 26 major 
industrial fields, and were utilized 
by employes and employers in 41 
states, Alaska, and the District of 
Columbia.

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Congress Must Act 


Now Is the Time to Curb Profiteering 


Millions of Americans went to the polls on November 5 and 
voted for “security’’—for an opportunity to live decently anc 
comfortably, free from undue fret and worry. They didn’t vote 
for a joyride, for they had that before. But a joyride they will get 
unless the administration moves promptly and decisively to keep | 
in bounds a lopsided business “boom” which is in the making. 

Everybody wishes to see our factory chimneys belching 
smoke, and looks forward earnestly to the day when every man 
able and willing to work has a job at decent wages. If a situa- 
tion of that sort can be properly managed, well and good; but 
there are increasing indications that our galloping industrial 
production may bring as much evil as good—maybe more. 


A group of economists was assembled at Washington recently 
by the national defense advisory commission to take stock of the 
future and chart where we are going. What they had to report 
was anything but encouraging. 

There was general agreement that the next four years will be 
years of enormous profits. Although defense spending has only 
fairly started, corporations are reporting record-breaking earn- 
ings—a warning to President Roosevelt that he must bestir him- 
self if he is to redeem his pledge that a new crop of millionaires | 
shall not be created by the defense emergency.

GAMBLERS CORNER FOOD 
NEEDS OF U. S. ARMY 


Evidence that food profiteers are 
busy was disclosed this week when 
the war department ordered pur- 
chasing officers to buy foods in 
small cans, instead of the large 
cans usually bought by the army.
